T the recent mecting of the directors of the Nationa! 
f& Automobile Chamber of Commerce a subject came uy 
for consideration which deserves more than the passing 
notice that it received in the press of more momentaril 
pressing matters. This was the recognition of the need for 
better methods among distributors and dealers. The prac 
tical suggestion made favored the evolution of a standard 
form of accounting. which would permit the making of mor« 
necurate comparisons of the various departments operating 
in the distribution field. . 

There is no question that many dealers in the anlomotive 
field do not have accounting systems that keep them in 
formed accurately and all the time of the progress or retre 
gression of business in all its departments. And yet every 
dealer should know every day exactly what every branch ot! 
his business is doing, how its progress or otherwise compares 
with every other day or week or month. In other words, the 
dealer should have his finger always and accurately on the 
pulse of his business. It is not sufficient that he should have 


a bulance sheet once a menth. In a month's time irrevocable 
damage may have heen done to the business. 
lf the automotive manufacturers were to evolve a 

standard and efhcient system of accounting it would be a 
distinct contribution to the progress of the distribution 
division of the industry.
